VOTED BY COMMONS 
TO CARRY ON WAR 


Eleventh Credit -by Great 
‘Britain, Making a Grand 
Total of About $11,910,000,- 
000. Since the Opening of 
Hostilities. 


London, May 28.—In moving the vote 
of credit for £300,000,000, as had been 
forecast in the house of commons to- 
day, Premier Asquith commented that 
this was the eleventh vote since the 
beginning of the war, and the second 
for the current financial yoar. The 
total granted this year, he added, was 
therefore £600,000,000, making a grand 
total of £2,282,000,000. 

In proposing the vote of credit, Pre- 
mier Asquith gave an account of some 
detail of the government’s recent fi- 
nancial operations. He took up the pe- 
riod between April 1 and May 4, say- 
ing the actual outlay during those fifty 
days was £241,000,000. 

Expenditures for the army, navy and 
for munitions accounted for £149,000,000, 
loans to allies and dominions for £74,- 
) 500, 000 and outlay for food supplies, 
railways and miscellaneous items £17,- 
500,000. 

Eliminating the. payments of the 
Bank of England in respect of advances 
abroad for whioh allowances had been 
made in the previous votes, the daily 
average expenditure had been reduced 
to £4,600,000. There had been no in- 
crease, but a slight decrease in expen- 
ditures for the fighting forces. The 
total outlay was somewhat larger, 
mainly on account of loans to allies and 
dominions. 

The average expenditure for the 
army, the navy and for munitions, Mr. 
Asquith continued, was just under £3,-' 
000,000 daily. 
' Loans te Allies. 

Speaking of loans to allies, he said: 

“Without that financial assistance, it 
is literally true that the combined op- 
erations of the allies could not be pros- 
ecuted with success and efficiency. The 
house would not grudge an addition to 
} expenditures in order that the whole 
financial, naval and military fabric, 
upon whose co-operative work the suc- 
cess of our joint efforts depends, should 


_ | be- kept in a state of efficiency.” 
'| The prettier added he could hold out 


no hope of any appreciable reduction 
in expenditures. DEstimating that the 
£800,000,000 asked would last until the 
middle of the first week of August, 
the premier said he moved this vote 
with the same confidence as he felt in 
moving the first vote, but that at this 
stage he would deal only with the fi- 
nancial position. ’ 

The premier said that the expendi- 
ture of £241,000,000 between April 1 
and May 20—a daily average of £4,- 
820,000—was the highest rate reached 
by Great Britain in any such period 
during the war. 

Mr. Asquith’s estimate that the £300,- 
000,000 asked would last until the mid- 
dle of the first week of August was 
based on an estimated daily expendi- 
ture of £4,750,000, the lowest rate at 
which it’ was safe to place it. He said 
the balance still held from the last 
vote would keep the government in 
‘funds until June 2.

Germans. Are Driven From

FUTILE CHARGES MADE 
BY MASSES OF GERMANS 
TO REGAIN LOST GROUND 


The Crown Prince’s Troops 
Were Mowed by Merciless 
Fire and the French Hold 
All Gains—Fighting Is De- 
scribed by Paris as a “Mur- 
derous Struggle.” 


London, May 28.—The Germans have 
replied to the terrific French offensive 
in the Douaumont region with assault 
after assault and the fierce combat 
northeast and northwest of Verdun is 
still in progress. Heavy masses of 
German troops have been thrown 
against the picked French troops whose 
successful attacks won for them the 
greater portion of Fort Dovaumont. 

These newly captured positions the 
French have tenaciously held. Partic- 
ular mention is made by the French 
war office of the maintenance of the 
position tn Fort Douaumont conquered 
Monday. The fighting at this point is 
characterized by Paris as “a murderous 
struggle.” Wach attack was preceded 
by powerful artillery preparations. 

Although they were hard held to the 
northeast, the Germans would not be 
denied at Le Mort Homme and after 
having been mowed down by the 
French artillery and machine guns 
with sanguinary losses in several at- 
tacks, finally gained a footing 
trenches te the west of this much 
fought for position.

Washington, May 23.—Formér Presi- 
dent Roosevelt appeared on the witness 
stand today in the perjury trial of 
three officers of the Riggs National 
bank. He testified as a character wit- 


ness for President C. C. Glover. of the 
bank, one of the indicted men. 

Colonel Roosevelt said he had known 
Mr. Glover since 1889, that he had had 
business and social relations with the 
banker while civil service commis- 
sioner, assistant secretary of the navy, 
vice resident and president. Mr. 
Glovers general racter and stand- 
ing in the District of Columbia, he add- 
ed, were of the highest. Colonel Roose- 
velt said he had come to Washington 
voluntarily to testify. 

Colonel Roosevelt reached the court- 
room ten minutes before the court con- 
vened. <A crowd cheered loudly as he 
entered. 

Several times the former president's 
answers aroused amusement, particu- 
larly when he said that he néver had 
any political dealings .with Mr. Glover 
and that he knew the banker had sup- 

ag either Mr. Taft or Mr. Wilson 
n 12. 

Colonel Roosevelt said that while he 
first knew Mr. Glover in 1889, intimacy 
between them started five or six years 
later. Mr. Glover was often a guest 
at the white house, he added, and the 
Roosevelt children were often guests 
at the banker’s summer home. 

“IT know him very well socially,” con- 
tinued the colonel, “especially in con- 
nection with philanthropic work he 
did in the district. I didn’t have much 
political talk with ‘him. I know in 
1912 he did not support me. I knew 
he was for Mr. Wilson or Mr. Taft, and 
I knew he was against me. Our 
acquaintance was not political, but of 
a social and business character. 

“My generai knowledge of Mr. Glover 
by universal report was at his busi- 
ness integrity was such that naturally 
I and my children kept our accounts in 
his bank.”’ ; 

At the conclusion of his testimony, 
Colonel Roosevelt left the city imme- 
diately.

WIRETAPPING PROBE 
STIRS MAYOR MITEL 


Charges Plot to Discredit In- 
vestigation of Roman Cath- 
olic Institutions. 


New York, May 23.—Mayor Mitchel 
today charged before the Thompson 
legislative committee investigating po- 
lice wire-tapping that there was a com- 
bination working to discredit the com- 
mittee appointed by Governor Whitman 
to investigate Roman Catholic chari- 
table institutions in New York city. The 
mayor said the combination contem- 
plated spiriting persons away from the 
jurisdiction of the committee and 
coaching witnesses and “trumping up 
testimony.” 

The mayor’s allegations were prompt- 
ed by the indictment in King’s county 
earlier in the day of John A. Kings- 
bury, city commissioner of charities, 
and William H. Hotchkiss, special 
counsel for the charities department, 
for their part in the “tapping” of tele- 
phone wires. The chief _witnesses 


against them before the grand jury 
were Catholic clergymen. 


Mayor Not Indicted. 


Mayor Mitchel and Police Commis- 
sioner Woods were witnesses before 
the jury, but were not indicted, al- 
though the presentment of the jury de- 
clared they merited “a most severe 
condemnation" if they approved wire 
tapping “merely to furnish counsel with 
information in a law case or to gratify 
curiosity.” 

Mayor Mitchel became a witness be- 
fore the Thompson committee with the 
avowed purpose of making: public tele- 
phone conversations overheard by the 
police, which, he declared, justified the 
wire tapping. His determination to 
take the public into his confidence 
brought him into acrimonious conflict 
with Chairman Thompson. Finally, to 
circumvent the witness who refused to 
be silenced, the chairman ordered his 
colleagues into executive session. The 
committee retired, leaving the mayor 
still talking in the witness chair. 

The meetings of the commission are 
being held in the rooms of the sinking 
fund commission in the municipal build- 
ing. The mayor is chairman of this 
commission, Senator Thompson ordered 
the room cleared, but the mayor in- 
vited reporters and others present to 
remain as his ‘guests,’ the senator 
pounded the table with his gavel while 
Mr. Mitchel continued talking in a high- 
pitched voice. The order for an exec- 
utive session was followed by a clash 
between Chairman Thompson and 
Frank Moss, counsel to the committee. 


Mitchel Alleges Conspiracy. 


“We can’t take up those conversa- 
tions here!” shouted Senator Thomp- 
son. “We can take them up only in 
executive session.” 

The mayor declared he would have 
to consider whether he would disclose 
the conversations except in public. He 
intimated that he would take the sub- 
ject before the “proper authorities,’’ 
with a view to the prosecution of per- 
sons he declared were involved in a 
conspiracy to discredit the charities de- 
partment of the city. 

Senator Thompson issued his call for 
an executive session after Alfred J. 
Talley, counsel for some of the clergy- 
men involved, had offered strong ob- 
jections to the reading of the conver- 
sations in the mayor’s possession or any 
part of them. The attorney asserted the 
alleged conversations were taken down 
on a siate in long hand by four police 
officers and were presented to the 
charities investigation committee which 
refused to receive them on the ground 
that it would be improper to have them 
go on the record. 

Plot to Obstruct Justice. 

Mayor (Mitchel charged there was a 
conspiracy on the part of Daniel © 
Potter, former supervisor of charitable 
finstitutions in the department of 
finance of the city; Robert W. Hebberd. 
former secretary of the state ‘board of 
charities: the Rev. William B. Farrel] 
“and several priests to obstruct justice 
and to coach witnesses as to what to 
say and to Keep others out of the juris- 
diction of the investigators.” 

Monsignor John J. Dunn, chancellor 
of the archdiocese of New York, issued 
a statement tonight in which he de- 
clared the charges made by the mavor 
as they related to Catholic clergymen 
and Catholic inetitutions rest on no 
solid foundation.

tered pleas of guilty to violating the 
state prohibition law.

Gustave Cimiotti, owner of a garage 
where Waite kept his automobile, tes- 
tified that Waite came to him Marc 
20, after suspicion had been directe 
against him, and asked Cimiotti to go 
to a bank and cash a check for him 
for $9,300. 

Having Family Trouble. 


"Waite told me,” gaid the witness, 
“that he didn’t want to draw any money 
from the bank himself because he was 
having some family trouble, and he 
didn’t care to be seen getting money 
from that particular bank.” 

Eugene O. Kane, who embalmed Mr. 
Peck’s body, testified that Waite had 
given him $9,000 and subsequently had 
requested him “to put some arsenic in 
his embalming fluid and send it to the 
district attorney.’ This was after the 
autopsy on Mr. Peck’s body had dis- 
closed the presence of large quantities 
of arsenic in the vital organs of 
Waite’s aged victim. 

Dr. Jacob B. Cornell, of Somerville, 
N. J., a friend of John FE. Peck for 
twenty-five years, testified that he 
called at the home of Dr. Waite March 
11, one day prior to Mr, Peck’s death, 
and that Mr. Peck then seemed to be 
well. Waite came in while he was 
there, Dr. Cornell said, and gave Mr. 
Peck some medicine. As he was leav- 
ing, Dr. Cornell declared, he heard Mr. 
Peck groaning. 

Dr. Leon S. Moos, connected with a 
drug manufacturing concern, testified 
that Waite called on him last October 
and bought typhoid and dipththeria 
germs. 

Kane said no arsenic was injected 
into the body. The witness said he 
went to Waite’s apartment the day

Waite wanted to know what was in 
the embalming fluid, said Kane. He 
asked if there was any arsenic in it 
and I said no, that it was against the 
law to put arsenic in the fluid and I 
would not do it.” On the following 
day Kane said he met Dr. Waite in a 
garage and presented the undertaker’s 
bill to hizn. 

“Waite handed me a check (for

At another meeting, Kane_ said, 
Waite “wished a small bundle’ into 
his pocket. 

“Waite said, ‘for God's sake get some 
arsenic and put it into the fluid and

Kane said the bundle was a roll of 
$50 and $100 bills. He was too nervous 
to count it, he added, but took the 
money and buried it on Long Island. 

After describing his visit to the spot 


ging up the money, Kane testified that 
he had furnished the district attorney 
e of the embalming fluid, 
but swore there wes no arsenic in it. 
Counsel for Waite on cross-examina- 
tion asked only one question of Kane. 
It was: 

“Were you ever convicted of crime”’ 

“Yes,” replied Kane, who then was 
excused. 


ITALIANS FORCED 
TO MAIN POSITIONS

going forward from the northern slope 
of the Col Santo ridge. It stormed 
Col Santo itself and already is proceed- 
ing against Monte Pasubio. 

The left wing stormed Saso Alto, the 
commanding hill of the Armentara 
ridge, thus depriving the Italians of 
their last eupporting positions on this 
ridge and enabling the Austro-Hunga- 
rians to advance in the Sugana valley 
and take Roncegno. The guns already 
captured include fifteen 28-centimeter 
howitzers. 

The Austro-Hungarians are battling 
against many disadvantages in _ the 
rough Alpine territory against strongly 
fortified »positions, but thus far they 
have defeated their opponents both in 
the open field and in the assaults. on 
the fortifications. The correspondents 
here declare that the artillery of the 
Austro-Hungarians has exhibited a 
marked superiority over that of the 


Italians. 

Aviators have contributed greatly t 
the result of the battles by a successfu 
bombing of Italian railways and other 
communications of the Italians.

Berlin, May 23.—(Via Wireless.)—The 
Austrians are successfully continuing 
their offensive against the Italians in 
the southern Tyrol, according to the 
war office announcement today. They 
have advanced on both sides of the 
Sugana valley, driving the Italians be- 
fore them. 

The war office report, recefved here 
today from Vienna also announces the 
capture of the Italian fortified position 
at Mont Velna. The number of cannon 
captured has risen to a total of 188. 
The statement says: 

“Italian front: Our troops advanced 
on both sides of the Sugana valley. The 
enemy hastily fled from Borgo (about 
five miles north of the Italian fron- 
tier). Quantities of booty were cap- 
tured by us. The Graz corps crossed 
the border and harried the defeated 
enemy. The Italian fortifications of 
Monte Velna its already in our hands.

STORY OF DRIVE 
BY AUSTRIANS. 


Berlin, May 23.—(By Wireless to Say- 
ville.) —The following account of recent 
operations on the Austro-Italian front 
was given out today by the Overseas 
News agency: 

“In the southern Tyrol before the 

resent offensive movement was insti- 

Futed the Austro-Hungarian front ran 
from the northern end of e Garda to 
Mori, southwest of Revereto, along the 
Terragnola valley to the southeast edge 
of Folgaria plateau to the east edge 
of Lavarone plateau, through the Su- 
gana valley to the west of Borgo, 
across Mount Collo, and thence to the 
northeast. On May 14 the Austro-Hun- 
garian artillery became active at many 
places along this front. 

“Early on the morning of May 15 
Austro-Hungarian troops were able to 
advance at several placeg in the sec- 
tor from a point below Rovereto to the 
eastern edge of Folgaria plateau, on 
account of the excellent results obtain- 
ed by the artillery. The first Italian 
positions were taken with very small 
losses for the attacking troops and six 
hundred Italians belonging to one of 
the new regiments formed during the 
winter were captured. These men had 
arrived recently at the front. 

“In the Terragnola valley the enemy 
resisted tenaciously at several places, 
but by evening his resistance was 
broken. At many places the Italians 
were driven far beyond their first line 
pesitions. In this aay’s fighting there 
were captured 65 officers, more than 
2,500 soldiers, three cannon and two 
machine guns. 

‘On May 16 the attack was renewed 
along the whole line. The Austrians 
captured a position on the eastern end 
of Folgaria plateau which, according to 
an Italian order, a copy of which was 
found, was designated as one of the 
chief points of resistance, to be de- 
fended at the utmost. In the Terrag- 
nola valley points of support which un- 
til that time had been defended stub- 
bornly were captured. 

“Austro-Hungarian troops advanced 
everywhere on May 17. They captured 
a territory to a depth of seven kilo- 
meters (more than four miles). 

“At some points the victorious troops 
crossed the Italian frontier and at 
other points they advanced close to 
the border. ’ 

“In order to appreciate the signifi- 
cance of these successes it must be re- 
membered that the fighting is going 
on in the mountains, on ground vary- 
ing in altitude as much as 1,000 meters 
per kilometer. The mountains are still 
partly covered with snow and the 
transportation of supplies is exceeding- 
ly difficult.” 


AUSTRIANS USING 


BIG NAVAL GUNS. 


Rome, May 23.—(Via Paris.)—The 
Austrians have transferred to the Ital- 
ian front a number of 381 and 420 
millimeter guns. The latter cannon 
have been taken from the battleships 
which have ‘been bottled up in the 
harbor of Pola since the beginning of 
the war. 

The detonations of these enormous 
cannon seem to actually split the Al- 
pine peaks, causing frequent ava- 
lanches. But in spite of the terrific 
bombardment which is going on day 
and night and the reckless expendi- 
ture of ammunition by the Austrians,

Paris, May 23.—The French military 
oepects agree that the Italians have 
fallen back before the first shock of 
the Austrian offensive, but say the 
now are re-forming their lines whic 
heavy reinforcements. 

The operations in the center’are in 
the area about twenty miles square 
east and northeast of Lake Garda, 
where the Italians had made their first 
drive toward Trent. They were strong- 
ly posted at Rovereto, less than 20 
miles from Trent, but withdrew south- 
ward under the heavy Austrian pres- 
sure until their lines now are about 
ten miles south of Rovereto. Here the 
Austrians occupy elevated positions on 
what is called Santo Hill, while the 
Italians face them from Pasubio Hill. 

Dante’s castle is in this neighbor- 
hood. Dante has described this region 
in his “Inferno” as seamed with gorges 
cleft by an avalanche. Some fifteen 
miles farther east the Austrians made 
another advance, the Italians retiring 
south of the line between Monte Mag- 
gio and Monte Ponezza. The Italian 
advance had been on Austrian soil, but 
the Austrian offensive now has pushed 
the line back toward the frontier un- 
til part of the new line runs along the 
border. 

The Austrian objective is said to be 
toward Vicenza, with the purpose of 
separatin the Italians operating 
against Triest from those engaged in 
the campaign against Trent. 


BULGARS FIGHT

MARSHALL PAIRED; 
PRECEDENT BROKEN. 

Washington, May 23.—A_ precedent 
was established in the senate today Dy 
the recognition of a pair between Vice 


President Marshall and Senator Reed | 


on the vote by which a motion to re- 
consider the rejection of the nomina- 
tion of George Rublee as a member 
of the federal trade commission failed 
to pass. 

Senate records show that it was the 
first time in history that a vice pres- 
ident ever was paired and some par- 
liamentarians claimed tonight that the 
proceeding was in conflict with the 
provision of the constitution which au- 
thorizes the vice president to vote only 
for the purpose of breaking an an- 
nounced tie. An agreemen entered 
into in advance, it was argued, might 
have the effect of depriving a senator 
of his vote. 

As it happened, the pair today did 
not affect the result one way or the 
other. The motion failed on a tie, 
28 to 38 and had: the vice president 
been in the chair, Senator Reed would 
have cast one more negative vote. 

Senator Reed explained that he had 
entered into the mobos, agreement in 
order that Mr. Marshall might go to 
Greensboro, N. C., to deliver a college 
commencement address. The vice pres- 
ident intended to vote for reconsidera- 
tion in the event of a tie and the Mis- 
souri senator, who opposed reconsid- 
eration, agreed to refrain from voting. 
Senator Reed insisted that, although 
there was no precedent for the action, 
it was entirely regular because it was 
done by unanimous consent of the sen- 
ate. 

Some of those who discussed the mat- 
ter predicted, however, that it would 
be the subject of debate in the future, 
and warning would be given that there 
would be no unanimous consent if an 
attempt should be made to set up to- 
day’s action as @ precedent to be fol-

-  $weeping Powers Granted 


to Insure Equal Distribu- 
tion of Supplies—Food Sit- 
uation Is, Bad. 


Berlin, May 23.—(Via London.)—"The 
adequate nourishment of our popula- 
tion is fully assured and will not be 
rendered doubtful by any blockade reg- 
ulations of enemy states, no matter 
how unscrupujous they may be, and 
no matter how long the war may last, 
‘gays the semi-official North German 
Gazette today in. an announcement of 
the creation of a food dictatorship with 
sweeping powers. “ 

“However, the short harvest of 1915, 
together with reduced imports, have 
resulted jn a food ‘scarcity in some di- 
rections. which makes itself acutely 
felt, and. efforta to better conditions 
have been hindered by the fact that 
each federal state has been able to 
make independent regulations. This 
will now be corrected by a centraliza- 
tion of power.” 

Sweeping Powers to Dictator. 

Probably never before. have such 
- sweeping powers been concentrated as 
are now granted Hefr von Batocki, the 
new food dictator. Various counsellors 
will be assigned to him, representing 
agriculture, industry, trade, the mili- 
tary and consumers, and representa- 
tives of the federal states and of asso-

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will aid him.- Final decision on all 
questions, however, rests solely with 
Herr von Batocki. 

The dictator will be able to expro- 
priate all foods and fodder, and may 
even establish fixed per capita rations 
if necessary. The only express limita- 
tion of his powers is contained in the 
provision that the new department's 
measures will take into consideration 
orders of the military commanders. The 
date on which the new order of things 
will become effective is to be an- 
nounced shortly. 

The surrender by the federal states 
of their prerogatives indicates a reali- 
zation that existing conditions demand 
such surrender. Adequate breadstuffs 
are on hand, and it is even likely that 
the bread and flour ration for physical 
workers soon will be increased. Enough 
potatoes also are available to carry the 
country through until the early crop 
is harvested. It cannot be denied, 
however, that Germany is likely to ap- 
proach nearly to a condition of a vege- 
tarian Eden in coming months. 

Situation Summed Up. 

The Lokal Anzeiger sums up the sit- 
uation as follows: 

“It is no longer any secret that cer- 
tain supplies are short, not so much 
as a result of the friendly efforts of 
our enemies, but as the result of last 
year’s poor harvest. It is true that 
we do not need to worry about bread. 
We have saved enough here by eéco- 
nomic administration to reach to the 
new harvest. We shall even be able 
to increase the ration for manual la- 
borers. 

“We shall also come through with po- 
tatoes, even though with scant rations 
until the early crop. But our meat 
and fat supplies, 
leave much to be desired. 

“In no circumstances must we touch 
milch cows, or we shall endanger .the 
milk supply of our children. Hence, 
until animals fit for slaughter have 
grown up we must impose the most ex- 
treme limitation on our meat consump- 
tion. Meat rations will become very 
small without distinction in the whole 
German empire. 

“The coming harvest promises well, 
but not all the difficulties will be 
solved with its harvesting. é acre- 
age planted is not smaller than last 
year, but the manner in which the 
eee es and sowing was done has suf- 
ered.”’ 

The newspaper closes with an expres- 
sion of confidence of Germany bein 
able to meet all requirements, an 
calls upon Germans to show that they 
= willing to make the necessary sac- 
rifices. 


Some Opposition to Scheme. 


That the federal states’ surrender of 
their constitutional rights as a prelim- 
inary to the creation of the food dicta- 
core did not come without opposition 
is indicated by a dispatch from Stutt- 
gart, where one branch of the city 
council protested sharply against at- 
tempts to introduce uniform food dis- 
tribution throughout the empire, ‘at the 
expense of the south of - oy dagen as 
the proposer of the resolution of pro- 
test phrased it. 

The speakers at the session of the 
council, including the chairman, de- 
clared that the north Germans were 
about to storm the south Germans, and 
that the Wurttemberg vonage 
which long ago saw the danger an 
provided against it by meat cards and 
other adequate regulations, must not 
permit other German states to take ad- 
vantage of it. 

It may be recalled in this connection 
that thig and similar protests from 
other south German cities, including 


‘Bavarian cities, are the only instances 


in which former German particularism, 
of which so much is said to have been 
hoped for by Germany’s enemies, has 
exhibited itself at all. There undoubt- 
edly are sharp differences of opinion 
touching the food question between 
Prussia and the south German states. 
These, however, in view of the new 
imperial dictatorship, can have only 
academic interest. 

The appointment of a “food dicta- 
tor’ in Germany was forecast by The 
German Gazette on May 15 followi 
the resignation of Clemens Delbrue 
as minister of the interior. The resig- 
nation of Delbrueck, ostensibly on ac- 
count of ill health, was declared, in 
official advices from Berlin, to be due 
to his failure to deal satisfactorily 
with the food situation. 

Delbrueck Decorated. 

London, May 23.—Clemens DeJbrueck, 
who resigneé..as minister of the in- 
teriog on the plea of. il health, has 
been decorated my. the emperor with 
the Order of the Black Eagle, accord- 
ing to advices from Berlin. The fol- 
lowing letter was sent Delbrueck by 
the emperor from his headquarters in 


the field: ; 

“My Dear Minister . of State Del- 
brueck: After having graciously agreed 
to the discharge which you have asked 
for, I feel the necessity to express to 
you my warmest thanks for your de- 
voted and self-sacrificing loyalty. You 
have always placed at the disposal 
of the Fatherland your splendid energy 
both in times of war and peace. 

“As a token of my appreciation and 
my favor I have conferred on you my 
high Order of the Black Eagle. I send 
you herewith the insignia of the order 
with my best wishes for your recovery 
and your welfare. I am your affection- 
ate emperor and king.

AUTOS BEAT HORSES 
FOR CHASING BANDIT 


Motor Cars Put to New Mili- 
tary Use in the Mexican 


Campaign. 


Field Headquarters, May 16.—(Via 
Motor to Columbus, N. M., May 23.)— 
Automobiles were put to a new military 
use in the Villa campaign on May 14 
when the bandit leader, Colonel Julio 
Cardenas, with two of his lieutenants 
was killed. 

Three touring cars from General 
Pershing’s camp started about midday 
for Rancho San Miguel de Rubio, a 
short run across the mountains, the res- 
idence of the Cardenas family, and the 
scene of Pot shooting occasionally at 
American troops. The Cardenas fam- 
ily, all women and children, had re- 
mained unmolested notwithstanding 
positive information to the American 
staff that the bandit frequently used 
his ranch for a rendezvous. 

The automobiles with an order to buy 
corn as the ostensible purpose, made 
a fast run over mountain foothills to 
the ranch. Lieutenant George 8. Pat- 
ton, Jr., a member of General Persh- 
ings staff, commanded the machines. 
Within a mile of the ranch the cars 
topped a ridge and for the first time 
were visible to the occupants of the 
ranch. The automobiles made a dash 
toward their objective which would 
have been impossible for cavalry. Run- 
ning nearly sixty miles an hour, they 
were within less than 200 yards of 
the buildings before their presence was 
discovered. 

A Mexican working in the yard gave 
the warning, but it was too late. By 
the time Cardenas and his two men 
could get on their 
for the ranch gate, the Americans sur- 
rounded the place. 

Cardenas was the first man to emerge 
from shelter. He and Lieutenant Pat- 
ton engaged in a pistol duel in which 
a shot from Patton’s weapon broke the 
bandit’s arm and drove him back into

BRYAN EXPRESSES HOPE

Washington,. May 23.—Former Secre- 
tary Bryan. expressed a hope at a 
dinner here tonight that the United 
States soon would ask the European 
belligerents for a statement of their 
peace terms. Referring to President 
Wilson's speech last week at Char- 
lotte, he said he was giad to note in 
it an intimation of efforts toward 
peace. 

“I read with great satisfaction the 
intimations of a peace movement con- 
tained in the president's North Caro- 
lina speech,” said Mr. Bryan. “The 
country will rejoice and be exceedingly 
glad when our country moves in the 
direction of bringing the war to a 
close. 

“It is not for this country to sug- 
gest terms to be agreed upon, but it 
is possible, and I think wise, for this 
government to ask for a statement of 
terms. No secret reasons could justify 
a continuance of such a war. When 
they. state what they are fighting for 
they will state the terms on which 
peace is possible and negotiations then 
can begin.” 

Secretary Daniels and several mem- 
bers of congress were present at the 
dinner, which was given in Mr. Bryan's 
honor by a personal friend who owns a 
new Washington hotel.

LiT CATILE RAIES ALONE. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the freight 
rates on cattle and fresh meats in Georgia 
are now higher than those prevailing in 
many other states, southern states included, 
as shown in the communication published 
today from W. H. White, Jr., of this city, 
those interested in the industry here are 
willing to endeavor to get along under them 
as they have in the past, provided they are 
let alone and no increases are authorized. 

Mr. White’s statement of rate facts as 
presented in his communication published 
in The Constitution several days ago, and 
reaffirmed and emphasized in that of today, 
stands unanswered by the railroads. They 
did not attempt in their reply to deal with 
his comparisons of Georgia rates with those 
of Illinois, showing that the latter are much 
lower than the present Georgia rates, and 
infinitely lower than those which the rail- 
roads are asking. : 

Coming closer home, 
comparisons of the proposed live stock and 
tresh meat rates in Georgia with those in 
Virginia, North Carolina, Alabama and 
Fiorida, four states which would be exceed- 
ingly tavered under their present rates, 
should the Georgia increases be granted. 

Departing in their attempted answer to 
Mr. White's statement, from the compari- 
sons which he drew, the railroads sought 
to base reply upon conditions in what they 
call “Central Freight Association” territory. 
Mr. White returns with the showing that 
the proposed Georgia rates on live stock are 
51 per cent higher than those prevailing, 
and 25 per cent higher than those proposed, 
in the C. F. A. territory alluded to. 

Viewed from whatever standpoint, it all 
comes back to the same conclusion, that if 
the railroads of Georgia are permitted to 
put in the increases for which they have 
asked on live stock and fresh meats, this 
important Georgia industry, which is just 
now in its incipient stage, will, in the ver- 
nacular, ‘‘get it in the neck.” 

It is difficult to conceive that there is 
anyone better aware of this practically cer- 
tain result than the railroads themselves. 
That they should take this attitude at all, 
in view of their professed desire and pur- 
pose to assist in building agriculture in 
Georgia, is even harder to comprehend, 

If the railroads have Georgia’s interests 
at heart they should let the cattle and 
fresh meat rates alone. They should give 
earnest of their good intentions by with- 
erawing their petition at least in so far ag 
it affects these products. 

If they do not, if they persist in it, they 
may be answered by a counter petition de- 
manding on the part of agricultural Georgia 
a material reduction in the very rates which 
are now higher than those prevailing in 
many other states! 


IT IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Action of the Florida circuit court in de- 
claring unconstitutional the law enacted in 
that state prohibiting white persons from 
teaching in negro schools, or vice versa, 
will be commended by all conservative and 
right-thinking citizens. 

The question of prohibiting negro teach- 
ers from teaching in white schools never 
entered into the problem at all.. That is a 
matter which, in this part of the country at 
least, regulates itself. It was aimed partic- 
ularly at those institutions in which white 
persons, those of a superior race, are en- 
gaged in instructing negroes along useful 
and helpful lines. 

There are times when laws that are bad 
are found to be in accord with state consti- 
tutions. It is gratifying that no such agree 
ment was discovered in this case, for such 
decision, had it been justified by constitu- 
tional law, would have been at variance 
with the very basis upon which Christianity 
largely rests. 

There are those who regard it as their 


Christian duty to carry mental and moral j. 


Mr. White adds* 


instruction to the youth of the negro race. 
They give their lives to the work with the 
same sincerity and earnestness as does a 
minister of the gospel to the spiritual well- 
being of his congregation. The state which 
would forbid them this right would place 
obstacles in the way of the very achieve- 
ment it is seeking—the elimination of illit- 
eracy and the mental and moral upbuilding 
of its citizens, regardless of race. 
Fortunately, although it has been sug- 
gested, Georgia has never given serious 
consideration to the enactment of such a 
measure. Certainly, in the light of the 


* Florida decision, not to speak of the higher 
considerations which 


should control, the 
legislature of this state will hardly dignify 
the proposal with serious discussion. 
Educational progress in Georgia is limit- 
ed enough as it is, without further hamper- 
ing it by the enactment of foolish and un- 
reasonable laws of this character. 


THE ROMANCE OF WAR. 


The Indianapolis News is not favorably 
impressed with the literary output of the 
writers presumably. in close touch with the 
war, but who are really ‘“‘chance observers, 
unskilled in reporting.’”’ Now and then, it 
says, a book makes its appearance that is 
entitled to perusal and consideration, but 
it is the exception, not the rule. 

As to war novels, they have no excuse 
for not rising above the level of mediocrity, 
for the war itself is stranger than all the 
fiction they could write about it. Attention 
has been called to the thousand and one 
plots for thrilling romances it is bringing to 
light every day, the best and most recent 
being that of the Dublin conspiracy, of 
which The Pittsburg Gazette-Times says 
that even the preliminary hearing of Sir 
Roger Casement in the Bow street station 
has already produced material that rivals 
anv of the exploits of “The Three Mus- 
keteers.” 

Of the dramatic interest of the war in 
its entirety The Gazette-Times says that 
probably “when peace is restored and the 
censors’ curtain is raised, some one with 
the genius of Walter Scott will give us a 
twentieth century ‘Ivanhoe.’’”’ For here, in 
part, is the field that is spread out before 
the writer with the real gift: 


Certainly not since the days of the 
Crusaders has there been such an as- 
semblage of the world's warriors as may 
be found at present somewhere in France, 
and no war in any age ever presented the 
variety of nationalities which now com- 
pose the armies of the allies. Human 
nature ever remaining the same, there 
has doubtless been even more dramatic 
episodes among present-day ambitious 
chieftains than those created by the 
author of the Waverley novels. It may 
be too much to hope for another Homer 
or Shakespeare, but this war is bound to 
enrich the world's literature and give our 
children new masterpieces in novel, poem 
and play. 


The late Richard Harding Davis had 
mapped out considerable work along war- 
fiction lines, and his sudden taking off is 
all the more deplored because of the loss to 
literature. 
war reporter as to facts, but he gave the 
glow of genius to his work; he was quick 
to see the story behind the story, and his 
fiction, based on war incidents, had fine 
form and color. 

However, there is no dearth of writers 
who have produced, and will yet produce, 
war literature worth while. It is too early 
to expect high-water mark in _ literature 
emanating from a war whose end is not in 
sight. It will come in time; and if we need 
another Homer, perhaps he will be forth- 
coming—if indeed the war doeg not kill 
them all off in the meantime; for it has 
already taken great toll of the genius of the 
lands, and the cry of “more men” still 
sweeps them to the battle fronts. 


EVERYDAY HUMANITY. 


It is well enough to set aside at least 
one day in a year as “Humane Day,” as in 
the case of “Humane Sunday,’’ when there 
are special church services inculcating kind- 
ness generally, and “especially as it relates 
to children and animals;” but probably 
more than one day is needed ‘to impress the 
lesson on the unthinking. 

Anti-cruelty societies are everywhere, 
and they are doing good work, but much 
individual effort for the cause might be 
accomplished by persons not identified with 
those societies: That is where everyday 
humanity comes in, where one is willing to 
devote a little time, in passing, to the 
kindly interests—a good word well placed 
here and there, and a report, if the case de- 
mands, to the proper authorities, of any 
infraction of the laws of kindness. 

This humane appeal comes with greater 
force in the summer season. As to animals, 
inattention is easier to detect, and whenever 
it is reported, there are punishments that 
fit the offense, as there should be. 

Much individual work outside of humane 
societies has been done by those who have 
the interests of humanity at heart, but there 
is room for more—and need of more. It is 
work in obedience to the higher law of 
kindness, and the everyday human thought 
and interest are necessary to its advance- 


ment.

IDAHO. 
By GEORGE FITCH 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash" ° 


Idaho consists of a number of hopeful 
but lonesome communities bound together by 
a state election. It ts one of the largest 
states in area, but is so sparsely settled by 
railroad depots that when a statesman ina 
northern county wishes to visit his con- 
stituents in the southern part of the state. 
he has to change cars four times and horrow 
a right of way through two neighboring 
states to get there. Thanks to the telegraph 
and the magazines, however, all Idahens 
speak the same dialect, eat the same kinds 
of breakfast food, and get mad at the same 
varieties of oppresison hv Wall Street. 

Idaho has 85,000 square, but by no means 
flat, miles. Most of its population its crowd- 
ed together in Boise, the capital and metrop- 
olis, and other thousands have massed to- 
gether in Pocatello, Lewiston, Coeur d'Alene 
and other BR towns with howitzer voices. 
Thus a great many square miles in Idaho 
are deprived of their rightful four inhapbi- 
tants and it is possible to wander for hun- 
dreds of miles in the central part of the 
state without meeting a candidate with a pe- 
tition or a man who wants to borrow a 
match. 

Idaho is 400 miles long and two miles 
high in spots, and most of it is only rained 
on biennially. In its virgin state it is «en 
dry that even the telegraph poles have to be 
watered to keep them from wilting. How- 
ever, irrigation is being applied in the val- 
levs with much success and Idaho land is 
being sold as far.west as Illinois in large 
quantities. 

Idaho has vast natural 
lead, timber, jack-rabbits, Mormons and 
waterfalls. The waterfalls work well in 
harness and the Mormons have boosted the 
census tremendously, but no use has as yet 
been found for the jack-rabbits, who are su 
intelligent that they can dig a young potato 
out of the sandy soil with one well-directed 
kick of a hind leg. 

Until 1890 Idaho was a territory, with 
only a few scattering patriots, but it is now 
a flourishing state, which is growing rapidly 
and in loud tones. Most of its inhabitants go 
back east for old home week or college com- 
mencements, but the society of native-born 
Idahens is prospering and now has a chap- 
ter in almost every Idaho town.

Proposed Increase 


in Live Stock 


Rates Is Menace to the Industry 
In Georgia, States W.H. White, Jr. 


Editor Constitution: On May 7 you pub- 

lished a communication from me in which 
I called attention to intrastate freight rates 
proposed by the railroads of Georgia on live 
Stock, fresh meat and packing house prod- 
ucts, as compared with existing rates on the 
same articles in the state of Lllinois. 
On last Saturday, May 20, you published, 
in reply to my communication, a statement 
of great length signed by Messrs. E. T. 
Lamb, of the Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic railroad: R. A. Brand, of the Atlantic 
Coast Line railroad; W. A. Winburn, of the 
Central of Georgia railroad; J. B. Munson, 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 
road, Charles R. Capps, of the Seaboard Air 
Line railroad, and J. M. Culp, of the South- 
ern railroad. 

In this statement these gentiemen took 
particular pains to avoid a mention—except 
in the most casual terms, devoid of a single 
fact or a single idea—of my comparisons 
between the rates they propose, in Georgia, 
on fresh meat and packing house products, 
and the rates on these articles in the state 
of Illinois. 

With all of their high-salaried rate ex- 
perts, occupying the entire top floor of the 
Piedmont hetel, they were unable to find any 
ground upon which to venture an attempted 
reply to these two comparisons. 

Hence 1 would like to call the attention 
of the public to these comparisons a second 
time. 

The Rate in Illinois. 


Taking 18 different shipping points rang- 
ing trom 74 to 290 miles from Chicago, and 
avelaging a distance of 159 miles, the pres- 
ent average rate in Illinois on fresh meat, 
per carload of 20,000 pounds, is 15.2 cents 
per 100 pounds. 

The present average rate in Georgia, for 
the same average distance, per carioad of 
20,000 pounds, is 26 cents per 100 pounds, or 
(l per cent higher than the rate in ILilinois. 

The proposed average rate in Georgia, for 
the same average distance, per carload of 
20,000 pounds, is 37 cents per 100 pounds, or 
143 per cent higher than tne rate iA Illinois. 

The present average rate in lilinois on 
packing house products, for the same average 
distance, per carload of 
10.3 cents per 100 pounds. 

The present average rate in Georgia, for 
the same average distance, per carload of 
20,000 pounds, is 26 cents per 100 pounds, or 
153 per cent higher than the rate in I[llinois. 

The proposed average rate in Georgia, 
for the same average distance, per carload 
of 20,000 pounds, is 27.6 cents per 100 pounds, 
or 168 per cent higher than the rate in 
Illinois. e 

Before leaving the subject of rates on 
fresh meats and rates on packing house 
products, 1 would like to mention one or two 
other comparisons closer home. 


three Southern States. 


The average rates on fresh meat, carloads, 
in Virginia, North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina, for distances ranging from 5 to 300 
miles, is 26.82 cents per 100 pounds. 

The average rate proposed in Georgia, 
for the same distances, is 32.88 cents per 
100 pounds, or 22.5 per cent higher than the 
average in the three states named. 

The average rates on packing house prod- 
ucts, carloads, in the three states named, for 
the same distances, is 17.65 cents per 100 
pounds. 

The average rate proposed in Georgia, for 
the same distances, is 23.45 cents per 100 
pounds, or 32.8 per cent higher than the 
average rates in the three states named. 

It is interesting to note that the rates on 
fresh meat NOW proposed by the railroads 
in Georgia are substantially lower than the 
rates which they FIRST proposed, and which 
they withdrew as soon as comparisons were 
made in the public prints, substituting lower 
rates in the amendments which they hastily 
filed with the railroad commission. 

Now, as tO my comparisons between live 
stock rates proposed in Georgia and live 
stock rates in force in lllinois. 

This is the only one of mv three com- 
parisons Which the railroads even attempted 
to answer. ; 

In their attempted answer it is gratifying 
to note that they have at last got down to 
a proposed live stock rate which they will 
undertake to justify. 

Heretofore, I have noticed, in every case 
where a comparison was made in the public 
prints between a rate which the railroads 
proposed in Georgia and a rate on the same 
article in another state, or an interstate rate 
on the same article, the railroads immediate- 
ly withdrew their proposed Georgia rate and 
substituted a lower rate in an amendment 
hastily filed with the railroad commission. 
Then, I noticed, they went into the public 
prints and denied the proposed rate to which 
attention had been called, and cited the lower 
rate proposed in the amendment—without, 
however, explaining that the lower rate 
which they cited in their denial was a rate 
proposed under pressure. 

In the case of live stock rates the rail- 
roads seem to have fallen back to their third 
line of trenches and taken a position which 
they will attempt to defend. 

What Comparison Showed. 
My comparison of live stock rates showed 
following: 
Taking 18 different shipping points rang- 
ing from 74 to 290 miles from Chicago, and 
nveraging a distance of 159 miles, the aver- 
age rate in Illinois on live stock, per car- 
load of 20,000 pounds, is 11 cents per 100 
pounds, 
The present averagé rate in Georgia. for 
same average distance, per carload of 
20,000 pounds, is 13.1 cents per 100 pounds, 
or 19 per cent higher than the rate in 
Illinois. 

The proposed average rate in Georgia, for 
the same average distance, per carload of 
20,000 pounds, is 16 cents per 190 pounds, or 
45 per cent higher than the rate in Illinois. 

In their attempted answer to this com- 
parison, the railroads compared the live stock 
rates which they propose in Georgia with 
live stock rates in Central Freight associa- 
tion territory. 
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Let us examine the record in the C. F. A. 
case, and see what it discloses. 
in CC. F. A. Territory. 

In this case the railroads filed an exhibit 
of rates with the interstate commerce com- 
mission. This exhibit showed live stock rates 
from a large number of shipping points into 
Six different packing house centers. The 
average distance from the shipping points 
to the packing house centers was 147 miles. 
The average live stock rate was 10.25 cents 
per 100 pounds. 

The proposed Georgia rate on live stock 

the same average distance is 15.5 cents 

100 pounds, or 51 per cent higher than 
the rates in the Cc. F. A. territory. 

In connection with the exhibit which they 
filed with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, the railroads in the C. F. A. territory 
filed a schedule of retes which they asked 
the commission to approve. What was this 
schedule? 

The average, taking 
points and the same packing 
mentioned in their exhibit, was 
per 100 pounds. 

Thus the rate of 15.5 cents, proposed in 
Georgia, is 25 per cent higher than the rates 
proposed by the railroads in the Cc. F. A. 
territory. 

Evidently the distinguished railroad offi- 
cials who signed their names to the lengthy 
Statement appearing in The Constitution did 
not finish examining the C. F. A. cage, or 
else they would have searched elsewhere to 
find material for reply. Or was the material 
afforded by the record in the Cc. F. A. case 
the best material they could possibly find? 

Coming closer home than Illinois, closer 
home than the C. F. A. territory, and ex- 
amining live stock rates in Virginia, North 
Carolina, Alahama and Florida, 1 find that 
the live stock rates proposed in Georgia, for 
distances ranging from 5 to 440 miles in- 
clusive, are approximately 10 per cent higher 
than the average of the rates in the four 
States named.

In their statement in The Constitution, 
the distinguished railroad officials claim 
that hauling live stock is a “very hazardous 
with heavy claims for damage,” etc. 
If they had examined the _ record a little 
further in the Cc. F. A. case, they would 
have found that the highest claims for dam- 
age paid to any packing house owner who 
testified before the interstate commerce com- 
mission was 27.3 cents per car as an average 
for a given period. 

In their statement the distinguished rail- 
roag officials claim an earnest interest, on 
the part of their roads, in the development 
of the live stock industry in Georgia. 

In what manner have they proved this 
interest? 

Have they ever come forward and pro- 
posed a rate on live stock, or a rate on freah 
meat, that was favorable to the development 
ot the industry? 

They have rot’ 

Up to the present time their interest has 
been limited to the distribution of a few 
bulls as gifts to corn club boys. 

Their interest in the industry, as dis- 
closed by the rates they propose in their 
petition now on file with the railroad com- 
mission, consists in getting all the revenue 
they can persuade the railroad commission 
to make the industry yield. 

The distinguished railroad officials took 
occasion to remark, in their statement in 
The Constitution, that “ill-considered and 
misleading statements concerning the _ pro- 
posed revision are calculated to do more 
harm to the state of Georgia than they can 
possibly benefit the cause of the shippers 
who are opposing the revision.” 

A Statement of Facts. 

Mv communication published in The Con- 
stitution on May 7 was a statement of facts, 
and not a one of the facts I atated is denied 
by the railroad officials in their attempted 
reply. 

How can a statement of facts, concerning 
rates which the railroads propose, “do harm 
to the state?’ 

If a mere statement of rates will do the 
state harm, how can the state survive the 
rates? 

The distinguished 
ther say: 

“The state has provided a railroad com- 
mission, having great powers, for the regu- 
lation of the railroads. May not the shippera 
feel assured that this body will properly 
guard their interests?”

Apparently, they are very much worried 
because. in the language of the distinguished 
officials who signed the statement in The 
Constitution, “the proposed revision of Geor- 
gia intrastate freight rates is not being 
considered and discussed dispassionately by 
some of the shippers of the state.” 

Agitation for a general upward revision 
of Georgia intrastate freight rates was all 
right, so long as the railroads did the agi- 
tating—-using every means and channel of 
publicity open to them, in a propaganda ex- 
tending over several years. 

3ut when the shippers indulge in a little 
discussion, when the shippers call attention 
in the public prints to a few proposed rates, 
the agitation suddenly becomes a terrible 
menace to the state. 

The only menace to the stata involved in 
this matter is the menace of the freight rates 
proposed by the railroads. 

They are a menace, and a very serious 
one. to the welfare of all classes of shippers. 

And they are such a menace to the live 
stock industry as to threaten the continued 
existence of that industry if they are al- 


lowed to go in effect.

Shutting Mails to Liquor 
Circulars Difficult Matter, 
Declares Senator Hardwick 


Several days ago The Constitution pub- 
lished a letter from Mr. J. O. Hardwick, a 
prominent business man of Atlanta, to his 
relative, United States Senator Thomas W. 
Hardwick, of Georgia, in which he stated 
that even his children were being circular- 
ized with letters soliciting trade for whisky. 

He asked Senator Hardwick to co-operate 
in a movement that would shut the United 
States mails to liquor circulars—at least in 
states which had declared for prohibition, 
Senator Hardwick's reply is as follows: 

“I have your letter of the 8th instant 
with inclosures as stated, and have care- 
fully noted both your letter and the 
inclosures. 

“The subject you suggest for consider- 
ation is a s€érious one, and well worth the 
most serious consideration and attention 
of congress. The difficulty is that in a@ 
majority of the states of the union the 
liquor business is legalized, and, besides, 
the federal government recognizes it and 
taxes it in large measure. In addition to 
this, the legislature of Georgia, while 
legislating against its manufacture and 
sale in Georgia, provided that each citie- 
zen should be allowed to purchase for 
his own consumption as much as two 
quarts per month. 

“Under these circumstances, it is diffi- 
cult to deny the use of the mails to men 
engaged in a business that is lawful] 
under the laws of the United States and 
of the states in which they reside and de 
business. 

“Still, I quite appreciate your sent{- 
ment in regard to this matter, and espe- 
cially in regard to the sending of this 
sort of advertisement to your minor 
children. It is quite possible that some 
statutory provision in reference to thig 
matter will be among the next steps 
that the congress of the United Stateg 
will take with reference to this question. 

“I thank you for having written to 
me on the subject. and assure you that 
I shall give the same most careful cone

TROOPS ON BORDER 


30,000 Men Ordered South 
of Line Ostensibly to Ex- 
terminate Bandits — Mexi- 
cans Complain About Con- 
duct of U. S.._ Troops. 


Washington, May 23.—The Carranza 
government has ordered 39,000 troops 
into the region south of the border to 
exterminate bandits, according to in- 
formation received today at the state 
department. The new troop movements 
are already in progress through Chi- 
huahua, the department’s advices state. 

Officials here were inclined today to 
anticipate a further delay by General 
Carranza in dispatching his new note 
regarding the border situation. It has 
been assumed the note would in some 
measure be a reply to representations 
sent after the Glenn Springs and 
Boquillas raids. The return of Colonel 
Stbley’s expedition across the border, 
after penetrating 168 miles into Mexico 
on the bandits’ trail, was expected to 
lead to some alterations in the Car- 
ranza communication. 


Secretary Baker said tonight that 
the Sibley-Langhorne expedition was 
not withdrawn upon orders from Wash- 
ington. 

Officials here believe the Ameri- 
ean forces lost the “hot trail’ of the 
bandits who raided Glenn Springs and 
Boquillas and retired because their of- 
ficers thought no good could be ac- 
complished by remaining across the 
border. 

Recalcitrant Texas Guardsmen. 

Whether the 116 national guards- 
men of Texas who refused to be mus- 
tered into the federal service shall 
be court-martialed has not yet been 
determined. Judge Advocate General 


Crowder today withdrew an opinion, 


submitted to General Scott, chief of 
staff, which outlined the war depart- 
ment’s authority and rules of pro- 
cedure. General Crowder desired to 
consider whether the new army re- 
organization bill just passed by con- 
gress will affect the situation.

The fre- 
quency of the German and Austrian 
attacks on all parts of the front might 
be a sign of the measure of their 
strength, Mr. Churchill said, but it also 
might be a sign of the measure of their 
profound anxiety. If the Germans were 
heaten decisively they would be beaten 
by lack of men, and accordingly the 
best use must be made of the men 
now being called to the British army. 


Position of British tn France, 


Speaking in the lItght of his expe- 
riences at the front, Colonel Churchill 
referred to the position of the British 
in France. He mentioned the salients 
which the British troops hold and 
added: 

“We should not continue to hold 
laces of no vital importance in the 
ine where our men are at a disad- 
vantage and suffer undue losses. There 
are three or four such places and it 
is said the Germans have orders not 
to push us out, in order that they 
may continue to reap the benefits of 
our occupation of them. No reproach 
will be made against the government 
if the line is readjusted.” 

Colonel Churchill urged reduction in 
the number of men retained for home 
service and also the use of the “reser- 
voirs of Africa and Asia.” He gaid 
African and Asiatic troops could be 
trained in Egypt “for next year’s cam- 
paign.”’ 

The colonel calculated that the Brit- 
ish were holding on all fronts 45 Ger- 
man and Turkish divisions. 

“That does not correspond with the 
premier’s description of our military 
efforts,” he continued. “The premier 
said the total military effort of the 
empire was five millfion men. Where 
are they? Certainly they have not been 
in contact with the enemy. Our mili- 
tary efforts should ‘be measured by the 
number of enemy forces we are hold- 
ing on our respective fronts. The 45 
German and Turkish divisions which 
we face would total 900,000 men all 
told, and therefore, the actual fighting 
force with which we are in contact is 

robably in effective rifle and artil- 
nba strength half a million men. 

“Tf our total effort is 5,000,000 men, 
it is evident after every conceivable 
deduction has been made that there is 
a large margin not vet usefullv applied 
to the prosecution of the war.” 


Churchill Urges More Men, 


Colonel Churchill urged that every 
serviceable man should be put into 
service and strengthen the fighting 
line. He suggested that battalions be 
increased to 1,200 men in order to re- 
duce the proportion of men who in all 
battalions could not be classed in rifle 
strength. He also urged overhauling 
the army service corps and the royal 
army medical corps with a view to ob- 
taining all ablebodied men for service 
in the trenches. Another suggestion 
made iby the colonel was abolition of 
officers’ servants and grooms, and 
careful consideration of cavalry regi- 
ments. He pointed out that there were 
200,000 officers in the army, with an 
equal number of servants and 60,000 
grooms, an army in itself. In addi- 
tion there were great masses of cav- 
alry which could be used if the gov- 
ernment would build new formations 
from the men of these famous regi- 
ments. He believed they could be or- 
ganized into a force of the highest 
military quality. 

Laying the greatest stress upon the 
importance of getting every man avail- 
able into the fighting line, Colonel 
Churchill said the admiralty had told

Percy V. Pennybacker, the president, 
and Mrs. William J. Bryan, accompanied 
by more than 600 delegates, left in 
special trains for Orange, IN. J., to at- 
tend a reception given by Thomas A. 
Edison and Mrs. Edison, one of the 
leading club women of her state. 

The Edison home could not accom- 
modate the throng and many of the 
visitors stood outside in the rain, wait- 
ing to be presented.

MEASURE IS PROPOSED 
TO DESTROY POOLROOMS 


Washington, May 23.—A bill to pro- 
hibit transmission between the states 
or into the United States from a for- 
eign country of race track or other 
gambling bets, odds, results or ad- 
vertising for use in connection with 
pee selling, boojmaking or other gam- 

ling, was favorably reported today 
by the house interstate commerce com- 
mittee. 

The bill was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Sims, of Tennessee, with the 
avowed purpose of breaking up pool 
rooms operating on the results of the 
big running and trotting races in vio- 
lation of the laws of many states. It 
would impose penalties for violations 
of two years’ imprisonment or $1,000 
fine or both in the first instance and 
make prison sentences mandatory for 
all subsequent offenses.

DEACONESSES BARRED 


|But Southern Assembly Will 
| Not Restrict Female Activi- 
ties in Mission Field. 


Orlando, Fla., May 23.—The general 
assembly of the Presbyterian church in 
the United States today decided not to 
grant women full privileges as deacon- 
esses, but showed in a long statement 
of the situation that it was not the de- 
sire to restrict the activities of women 
in the home and foreign mission fields. 
On last Saturday the assembly decided 
that women should not appear in the 
pulpit. 

What Women May Do. 

The statement formally adopted as 
the assembly’s views on the situation 
began with a reiteration of the report 
adopted Saturday declining to grant 
women pulpit privileges and continued: 

“But while women are thus debarred 
from certain forms of service in the 
church, there are others to which they 
are freely admitted and which afford 
full scope for their devotion. It is sig- 
nificant that while they are prohibited 
by distinct prohibition from the office 
of presbytery with its distinctive func- 
tions, no such barrier is thrown around 
the deacons’ ministry. The omission 
strongly suggests that to this ministry 
women are eligible equally with men. 
Besides there are certain scriptures 
which seem positively to teach that in 
the apostolic churches there were both 
male and female deacons. . . 

“Our own ‘book of church order’ 
recognizes the propriety of setting 
apart godly women to labor as dea- 
conesses in the congregations to which 
they belong. This is a ministry for 
which women are peculiarly fitted and 
it offers opportunity for unlimited use- 
fulness. Already the church is 
using women for the duties of diacon- 
ate without recognizing or naming 
them as deaconesses. Women are sent 
out by the church to labor as mission- 
aries in foreign fields, as _ teachers, 
nurses, Bible readers, etc.. and to other 
doors which are often closed to men. 

Official Relations Established. 

“The fact that they are thus set 
apart by the church for this work sup- 
ported and controlled by the church, 
establishes an official relation between 
them and the church. What is that re- 
lation? It is certainly not the relation 
of presbytery and elder and if it be 
not that of deacon, the church is using 
an official agency for which she has 
no warrant in scriptures. The same 
may be said of men who are sent to 
foreign fields as medical missionaries 
or industrial helpers. Their ministry 
is in these ‘things which are need for 
the body.’ Are they not New Testa- 
ment deacons, serving the church in 
the regions beyond and should not 
they be recognized and named? 

“We recommend therefore that the 
assembly call the attention of our 
churches to paragraph 51, seotion iv., 
chapter iv., of our form of government 
authorizing sessions to select and ap- 
point goodly women for diaconal min- 
istry in the congregations to Which they 
belong, and encourage a more general 
use of suitable women for such service.” 

“Further, that through its training 
school in Richmond and other agencies 
the assemibly provide such instruction 
and training for women who devote 
their lives to religious work as will fit 
them for efficient service in the home 
or foreign field.”’ 

At the second session today the as- 
sembly reconsidered the vote by which 
an amendment-further restricting wom- 
en was adopted and the amendment was 
vote down. 

Reports of the standing committee 
on home missions, publications and bills 
and overtures were adopted. 

Presbyterians and fI'ederal Council. 

The Rev. Charles 8S. Mack arland, sec- 
retary of the Federal Council of 
Churehes, addressed the assembly and 
urged the assembly tu recognize tne 
fact that “the lkederal Council of 
Churches should take no action which 
would violate the constitutional prin- 
ciples of any one of its constituent 
bodies.’ The Southern Presbyterians at 
the assembly last year protested 
against the action of the council in 
indorsing peace treaty proposals of the 
federal administration. 

The Rev. W. S. Jacobs, who repre- 
sented the assembDiy at the executive 
committee meeting of the council last 
year, stated that he had been assured 
that the council desired to Keep the 
Southern Presbyterians in its organiza- 
tion. The address of Dr. MacFarland

POOL FOR GRANT PARK, 
~ URGES GEO. P. FREEMAN 


Councilman From Third Ward 


Indorses Suggestion of the 
South Side Citizens. 


Councilman George P. Freeman, of 
the third ward, in an interview yes- 
terday morning, indorsed the seugges- 
tion of citizens of the south side re- 
cently published in The Constitution 
asking for a swimming pool in Grant 
Park. This park will not tbe complete 
without a lake to cater to the pleasure 
of the people in this section of the 
city, he says. 

He suggested that the swimming lake 
could be constructed just back of the 
present small! lake in the park and on 
the ground where the corrals were 
located since they have been moved 
to high ground, 

He said: 

Lake Is Needed. 

“I wish to heartily indorse the sug- 
gwestion of several citizens of the south 
side recently published in The Con- 
stitution urging that a swimming pool 
be constructed in Grant Park. This 
park will not be complete with recrea- 
tion advantages without a lake to take 
care of the people in this section of 
the city. We have there now twelve 
tennis course, a baseball field, besides 
minor faciliities for recreation, but we 
do an injustice to one of the largest 
sections of the city in not providing a 
lake in this park large enough to ac- 
commodate the people in this very 
large section. 

“Piedmont Park takes care of an im- 
mense territory on the north side of 
the city; Maddox Park on the west, 
and Mozley and Oakland City parks in 
the extreme south, but for that very 
large territory composed of the second 
and third wards no advantages of this 
nature have ever been provided for, 
and [I am convinced that the over- 


this section demands that they be not 
discriminated against any further in 
this manner. 


County Would Help. 


“My idea is that this lake should be 
constructed just back of the small lake 
in that. section where the animal cor- 
rals were located. These corrals have 
now been moved to higher round.

TONNAGE TAX SCHEME 
TO BUILD UP MARINE 


Washington, May 23.—A tonnage tax 
plan to build up the American mer- 
chant marine, with prohibitive rates 
assessed against foreign built and 
owned merchantmen, is proposed in a 
bill introduced® today by Senator Gal- 
linger, minority leader, as a counter 
proposal to the administration’s ship 
purchase measure. A 10 per cem dis- 
criminating duty against imports in 
foreign bottoms also would be imposed 
to foster American shipping. The bill 
proposes that a tax of 3 cents a ton, 
not to exceed 15 cénts a ton duri any 
one year, be imposed on inbound ves- 
sels from ports in the western hemi- 
sphere where the ships are American- 
built and owned; 6cents a ton and not 
to exceed 30 cents a year on similar 
vessels from other ports; 30 cents a 
ton on American-built craft under for- 
eign flags and 50 cents a ton on all 
others.

President Wilson’s letter follows: 

“T am in receipt of your letter of 
the 12th of May. I referred it to 
the secretary of the navy amd he has 
Fo mage me the following memoran- 

um: ' 

“‘Some days ago, in response to a 
resolution of the senate, I transmitted 
to that honorable body a copy of a 
communication written by Rear Ad- 
miral Fiske in November, 1914. In 
transmitting the letter I stated that 
I had not seen it and did not know 
that it had been filed until long after 
it was filed with the chief clerk. In 
a recent letter to the senate, Rear Ad- 
miral Fiske stated that my statement 
showed a “lapse of memory,” because 
he had presented the letter to me and 
I had read it. I have no recollection 
that his paper was ever presented to 
me or of reading it. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as Admiral Fiske stated that he 
did show it to me before it was filed, 
I, of course, accept his statement. It 
was his custom while aide for spore 
tions to present to me scores of pa . 
bearing upon all naval matters. t is 
utterly impossible for any cabinet of- 
ficer, in the multiplicity of papers pre- 
sented to him, to recall all of them. I 
had talked with Rear Admiral Fiske 
several times about the subject mat- 
ter of the communication, upon SS 
I had rather fixed views. ut did 
not, when my letter was written to 
the senate, and do not now, recall that 
he had at any time committed his 
views to paper, presented them to me 
or placed them on file.’ 

‘Inasmuch as the difference re- 
ferred to in your letter between the 
secretary of the navy and Rear Ad- 
miral Fiske is merely one of recollec- 
tion of an incident which occurred in 
November, 1914, and inasmuch as the 
secretary says that, while he has no 
recollection of having read the com- 
munication by Read Admiral Fiske, he 
is willing to accept the admiral’s state- 
ment, the matter does not seem to me 
to call for any comment.” : 


DEMOCRATS 10 HURRY 
~ NAVAL PREPAREDNESS 


By Special Rule Measure Will 
Be Rushed Through the 
House Next Week. 


Washington, May 23.—A special rule 
to provide for immediate consideration 
of the naval appropriation bill with 
night sessions, a limited period of gen- 
eral debate and a final vote not later 
than Friday or Saturday of next week 
will be brought into the house next 
Monday. | 

Majority Leader Kitchin announeed 
this plan tonight after a heated debate 
between democratic and republican 
leaders on the floor, during ‘which Mr. 
Kitchin .and Republican Leader Mann 
accused ‘ach other of misstating what 
took place at their informal confer- 
ences on calling up the measure. 

Mr. Kitchin insisted that republicans 
had tacitly agreed to the plan which 
democrats now plan to force through 
by a special rule, while Mr. Mann main- 
tained that no understanding had been 
reached. 

“Tt shall) make no further attempt to 
| reach an agreement with the republi- 
cans,” Mr. Kitchin said tonight. “We 
went over the whole ground in con- 
ference and they agreed to my plan. 
I thought it was entirely satisfactory 
to them because many of the repwbli- 
cans had told me that they were anx- 
ious to get away from Washington a 
week from Saturday in order to attend 
the republican convention in Chicago. 
Of course I expected them to object to 
the rule on the floor as a matter of 
policy, but If did not think they would 
expect me to take their objections se- 
riously.” 

In objecting to the plan to limit con- 
sideration of the bill to four or five 
days with night sessions, Mr. Mann 
said it was “not generous, fair nor de- 
cent.” He asserted that Mr. Kitchin 
told him the president has insisted the 
bill be passed before the republican 
convention, which Mr. Kitchin denied. 

The intlications are that virtually a 
solid democratic majority will vote for 
the bill as reported by the naval com- 
mittee, with its provision for five great 
$20,000,000 battle cruisers. Dreadnaught 
advocates are depending on the senate 
to add about two battleships to the 
construction program.
